and his disposition will be friendly.

ever written to a customer, and keep-

But a crust forms on it and 


with snowshoes men ukhn over it 
easily. Lately tholr snowshod horses 
have also skimmed over it. 


Tho equine snowshocs aro made of 


boards 20 inches long aud 14 Inches 
wide. An Indentation to lit tho foot is 
branded on each board with a hot 
horseshoe and tho contrivance is fas- 
tened on to the hoot with an Iron 
clamp and bolt.

On the under side of a banana leaf 
a wax forms which Is very valuable 
and Is one of the export products of 
tho Island of Java.

tho ashes of tho fruit and leaves and 
tho bariiina fiber Is used iii making 
man I la hemp, from which rope and 
cordugo 
aro 
manuriictured. 
In 


Switzerland a very fine hat braid Is 
made from this munlla hemp. From 
these examples It is readily seen what 
an Important: place the banana holds 
iu the world of commerce.
